POWERFUL NEW DRIVE TO DISARM AMERICA 

Last month ?e exposed a new plot to disarm America which was started at 
a "Symposium" halt, at the University of Michigan last December . This meeting 
was attended by neirly 400 "prominent" citizens, educators, clergyman, govern- 
ment officials and businessmen. 

We also demonstrated how these people are using facilities paid for by 
your taxes to propagandize for both national and civilian disarmament. We 
also gave information about the communist affiliations of several of the 
speakers.

Worked for US Depart- 
ment of State in 1944-46 but did not become even a naturalized citizen of the 
United States till 1943. 

Seymore Helman - a member of the national advisory council of the 
ultra left-wing Student Peace Union and associate of identified communists. 

He rs author of a book "The Peace Race", tha sale of which is promoted by 
Fellowship Publications ■ He was speaker at the Second Annual Conference of “ 
Scientists tor Survival and he recently appeared before the House .Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee urging major cuts in US defense spending. His opinions 
are frequently quoted in literature of the Friends Committee on National Leg-
